There had been less cool 
wind than usual during a Minnesota summer, 
and the dampness occasioned by the excessive 
raius had produced this decay. A great deal is 
badly damaged already, and it would require ex- 
cellent weather all the time to bring anything 
like a fair crop. In many cases it had struck the 
wheat before the heads had fairly began to 
form, and in such cases there would be no har- 
vests whatever. Heis very positive that the 
State will not average a two-thirds crop, even if

GEN. HANUOCK’S DILEMA. 

Upon the heels of the statement that Gen. 
Hancock does not read books comes his own 
statement that he does not read newspapers. 
The story 10 regard to the letter about Mr. 
Tilden and* the Presidency in 1876 


called to his attention by a New York Times 


reporter, Gen. Hancock said: “I cannot 
read it, I cannot look at statements regard- 


| ing me published in the newspapers.” 


„. “I shall not make any reply to any 
statement whatever, I believe I did hear 
about this story from a friend, but I have 
not read it, anddo not care to make any ex- 
planations about it. 1 will leave that to 
others.” Candidly, now, General, do you 


| think the game of. the ostrich can be played 


successfully by a Presidential candidate? 
You stand before the American people, fifty 
million strong, asking them to make you the 
Executive heag of one of the greatest, proud- 
est, strongest Governments of the earth. 
And yon impatiently wave away the 
man who asks a evil question 
touching your record as a public 
servant! That letter to Gen. Sherman, 
written and sent at the time of a sup- 
posed grave crisis in the life of the Nation, is 
a part of your record. No matter it it was 
intended to be strietly confidential, it must 
now be subjected to the scrutiny and judg- 
mentof the public. Your present attitude 
towards the country forbids that you should 
cover with the mantle of seerecy any act of 
your life. And especially does it forbid the 
hidimg away of evidence of an act showing a 
purpose which, in a certain emergency, 
might have had a portentous effect upon the 
destinies of the American people. The man 
whe seeks the first place in the world, and 
seeks it at the hands of millions of intelli- 
gent freemen, cannot afford to screen him- 
self from observation and criticism beneath 
the folds of a confidential letter! The man 
who indulges this high ambition, and refuses 
to explain, courts and deserves defeat. The 
letter of 1876 to Gen. Sherman places Gen. 
Hancoek in a dilema. If it is withheld 
from the public the presumption will be ir- 
resistible that it contains matter which the 
public would condemn, and hénee it will 
prove fatal to the aspirations of 

author. It it is given to the public, 
and, upon examination, is found to con- 
tain matter showing a purpose on the 
part of its author, a subordinate officer in 
the army, to assume any position whatever 
touching the Presidential succession beyond 
implicit obedience to the commands of his 
superiors, it will prove utterly fatal to Gen. 
Hancock’s aspirations. The bare fact that 
Gen. Hancock addressed Gen: Sherman on 
the subject of the Presidential dispute in 
187677 raises a strong presumption against 
the writer's loyalty as a citizen and his honor 
as a soldier. It may be admitted, for the 
purpose of thiq argument, that, had Gen. 
Hancock been the first officer of the army, he 
might haye been called upon at midnight of 
the 3d af March, 1877, in the assumed 
emergency of two applicants for the Presi- 
dential office presenting themselves and is- 
suing orders, to decide whom he wouldserve. 
But this emergency could net arise so far as 
Gen. Hancock was concerned, because he 


was not General of the armies of the United ö 


States. At least it could only arise on the 
assumption by Gen. Hancock that, in the 
event of the taking of the oath 
of office by Tilden, that he (Tilden) 
would disregard the rank and office of Gen. 
Sherman, and rely directly upon Gen. Han- 
cock to wield the army in his (Tilden’s) in- 
terest. This course would imply a confer- 
ence between Tilden and Gen. Hancock at 
Gramerey Park, and an agreement on the 
part af Tilden to issue orders to, and rely 
upon, Gen. Hancock to seat him with the aid 
of the army, and a corresponding agreement 
on the part of the latter to obey such orders 
and wield such power in contempt or de- 
fiance of Gen. Sherman. Upon this theory, 
and upon this theory alone, can the fact of a 
letter from Gen. Haneoek to Gen. Sherman 
on the subject of the Presidential dispute of 
1876-7 be logically accounted for. What had 
Gen. Haneock more than Col. Smith or 
Maj. Jones to do with the determination of a 
constitutional question and a question of fact 
as to the incumbency of the Presidential 
office? Clearly nothing, unless upon the 
secret information from Tilden that he (Han- 
cock) had been selected to bear the sword of 
a proposed revolution. That a revolution of 
vast proportions would have imme- 
diately resulted from disregarding the 
rank of the head of the army and 
the issuance of orders to a subor- 
dinate, there can be no doubt. Tilden 
doubtless so concluded, and hence abandoned 


the scheme. There is now nothing left of it 


but the letter of Gen. Hancock. The pre- 
sumption is that that letter is very damaging 
to the character of its author. There was no 
occasion for Gen. Hancock to write an inno- 
cent letter to his superior officer on the sub- 
ject of an emergency with which he could 
not properly have any connection whatever 
.beyond carrying out the orders of that supe- 
rior officer. In the very nature of the case, if 
is next to impossible that the letter should be 
innocent. As the matter stands, it is fatal to 


) the Democratic nominee for the Presidency. 


So long as it is withheld, a strong presump- 
tion of guilt rests upon its author. That 
presumption can only be overthrown by the 
publication of the letter, and its publication 
is likely to prove damning.

The Democratic ticket was nominated at 
the dictation of the Solid South, which held 
the preponderating influence in the Cincin- 
nati Convention to the same extent that it 
has dominated the Democratic Congress. 
Gen, Hancock was selected because he had 
demonstrated, during his brief career as Mil- 
itary Governor of Louisiana and Texas, a 
willingnéss to submit to the dictation of the 
ex-Confederates. English was given the 
second place in the face of acknowledged 
unpopularity in his own State, because, as an 
ante-war Demoeratic politician, he had been 
one of the most conspicuous of the Northern 
doughfaces and trucklers in Congress, Gen. 
Hancock has no ciyil reeard whereby the 
people can determine what his political prin- 
ciples are, or what course he is likely to pur- 
sue on any political or economic question 
that may arise; but English's record is as 
obnoxious to all Union-loving and anti- 
slayery men as that of any Democrat living. 

The only distinction William II. English 

ever earned in publie life was in eonnection 
with a Congressional measure known in 
history as the infamous English bill.“ It 
was a product of the Kansas struggle over 
slavery. The Lecompton ProSlavery Con- 
stitution had been forced upon the people of 
Kansas by methods of fraud and violence 
which have sinee become known as bull- 
dozing.” English had been elected to Con- 
gress from Indiana as a “ popular-sovert- 
eignty” Democrat, and declared in one of 
the earlier discussions that the Leeompton 
Constitution did not embedy the will of the 
people of Kansas, and that they did not wish it 
imposed and fastened on them as their or- 
ganic law.“ He alse declared that he could 
not conscientiously vote for it.

American citizens.” Douglas yoted against 
the bill in the Senate. It was a betrayal of 
the Douglas Democrats.

Government in an entirely new relation to 
the European Powers. 

The position assumed by the writer of the 
letter in brief is that Turkey is not a State at 
all in the European sense, but 4 military 
theocracy, bound together by the faith of 
Islam, and that, as the reforms demanded of 
Turkey are in direet conilict. with that faith, 
they cannot be instituted without destroying 
it. Hence Turkey will never consent that 
they shall be carried out. This ia the gen- 
eral proposition, the details of which-are of 
remarkable interest. European diplomaey, 
this. writer contends, has always failed in its 
dealings with Turkey because it treats ner as 
a political State, when for Orientals there is 
no such thing as a Turkish nation. and there 
never has existed such a thing as an Otto- 
man Porte, clothed with the powers or fune- 
tions that pertain to European States. This 
great Oriental State,” says the writer, 
‘which European diplomaey has disfigured _ 
under the names of Turk and Turkey, which 
Europe wishes to save from destruction, is 
the great orthodox ¢hurel of the Islam,“ and 
Europe has constantly mistaken a military 
papacy for a secular State.

The population of Chi- 
cago has exceeded that of St. Louis in about 
during the 
past seven or eight years, but St. Louis 
people have insisted upon deceiving them- 
selves in the vain hape of deceiving others. 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch advances the 
only theory which can afford the St. Louls 
people any consolation for their present hu- 
miliation. It insists that the census of St. 
Louis was “doetored” ten years ago; thet 
from 60,000 to 70,000 names were added to the 
real population in order to swell the total of 
1870, and that directory-makers and local 
enumerators have maintained the fraud in 
order to gratify local pride. It would he 
cruel to deny the St. Louis people such com- 
fort as they may extract from this theory. 
We shall only hope that the present enu- 
meration has not been “ doctored,” and that St. 
Louis will be able, ten years hence, to main- 
tain its rank in growth and development 
with cities like Boston, Baltimore, and Cin- 
einnati. It will be inexeusable folly, how- 
ever, to insist upon a race with Chi- 
eago. The present census will show 
Chicago to be the fourth city in size in the 
United States; the next census will show it 
to be the third, and the census of 1900 will 
show it to possess considerably more than a 
million of people and verging closely upon 
the population of Philadelphia, if it does not 
surpass her. Beyond tat, it Is not safe to 
predict, as New York will annex Brooklyn 
and other suburbs, and will long be the lead- 
ing city of the Republic; yet in fifty years 
from now Chicago’ may exceed New York. 
Nearly all the largest cities of the world are 
inland,—Lendon, Paris, Berlin, Vienna, 
Pekin,—and Chicago may be added to this 
1 list half a century or less henee. 

It may be freely admitted that Chicago's 
growth has been more rapid than the most 
sanguine have expected, but her people are 
not greatly astonished at this result. It has 


been the habit of Chicago to outrun all ex- 55 


pectations in trade and enterprise, and it 
would be strange if it did not follow the 
same rule in point of population, The 
most active individual mind cannot 
keep pace with the development of Chicago. 
The processes of this development will be re- 
vegled to a large extent when the census sta- 
tistics. of the manufacturing interests in this 
city shall be made public. But St. Lonis 
people, though they marvel, should no longer 
doubt, They should join the rest of the 
world in admiration and pride in Chicago’s 
progress. Their mistake has been in putting 
forward a rivalry which had no substantial 
basis, altho St. Louis. will probably con- 
tinue to be the second largest city of the 
West, and with that she should be content.

He went on to state that he was 
not bathing that night, and did not 
know whether Johanssen bathed or not. He 
was sick, and stepped at Mr. Storm's, No. 38 
Rockwell street, last week. He saw Johansson 
Monday and Saturday of last week, He had a 
drink with him in a Wegt-Side saloon Saturday 
evening, but could not tell who kept the saloon, 
or where it was situated. He and Jobansson 
then parted, the latter saying that he was going 
home to his Pourding-house on Elston avenue.

Slow Progress of Its Widening. 
The widening of State street from Twelfth 
street to the city limits—Thirty- ninth street—is 


progressing slowly. with a possibility that in 
course of time the houses on the east side will 
be moved back, and the thoroughfare will be of 
equal width from the river to Twenty-second 
street, and much of the still present unsightli- 
ness removed. The street just now isin any- 
thing but a lovely condition, with some of the 
buildings moved back, some in process of mov- 
ing, and others standing where they have stood 
for years, and simply adding to the uneven ap- 
pearence of things. The property damages 
were assessed a few weeks ago at 522. 
548, but the city until recently was only 
able to do a little removing atatime owing to 
the slowness with which the money came into 
the Treasury.

THE ANTHRACITE. 


Threatened Revolution of Steam-Pro- 
pulsion — Enormous Power, Small 
Boilers, and Only One-Tnird of the 
Fuel Consumed. 

New York Herald, July 7. 

The successful voyage made by the little 
steamer Anthracite, 
nounced in yesterday's Herald, has been safely 
accomplished, contrary to the prognostications 
of the acknowledged leading civil engineers on 
the other side. Effected, as it was, under the 
unfaverabie conditions of boisterous Weather 
and adverse winds, with no motive power but 
steam, and that generated at just one-third of the 
expense attendant on the use of the best marine 
engines and boilers at present in vogue, it can- 
not but be regarded as quite a new departure in 
the history of steam navigation. At the date of 
the Anthracite’s departure from England., and 
on her subsequent arrival at St. Johns, the 
Herald gave such ample particulars of ber di- 
mensions, tonnage, et., as to reader recapitula- 
tion of these points needless. Some further

RavineGu, N. C., July 7.—The Republican State 
Convention met to-day at 12 m. Ot the ninety- 
four counties, all but six were represented, and 
more than 1,000 delegates were present. Col. 
Isaac J. Young, Collector of Internal Revenue 
of this district, was made Temporary Chairman 
of the Convention.

ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 
A WONDER THAT NO ONE WAS KILLED. - 

At ll o clock yesterday morning the elevator 
used by J. M. W. Jones & Co., at the corner of 
Dearborn and Monroe streets, fell from the 
fourth floor to the basement, and, although 
there were five persons on the elevator,.no one 
was Seriousiphurt. The machine is one of Otis’ 
Steam freight elevators, and is supposed to be 
in excellent condition. The elevator had been 
loaded with se veral heavy bundles of paper and 
a form of type. On reaching the fourth floor 
the elevator began to fall so rapidly that the ele- 
vator man could not control it, and 
it crashed against the bottom floor. 
The passengers who took this lightning 
trip were Dr. Norman Bridge, Jacob Shiegul, the 
elevator man, Frank Flannigan, Charles Nelson, 
and Emil Hoilmguist. Flannigan had his cheek 
cut slightly, and Schiegul had his hands badly 
rasped in his efforts to stop the car. When it 
reached the bottom it was found that the cable 
had not snapped, and it is supposed that the 
fault lay with the steam-valve, which allowed 
the drum to revolve too rapidly. A similar ac- 
cident happened about two months and at 
that time the elevator was examined and pro- 
nounced all right by a city official who is called 
an Elevator Iuspector.“ It will be impossible

THE PUMPING-WORKS. 


ATTITUDE OF THE CITY OFFICIALS, 

„At a recent meeting of the Council, Ald, Swift 
introduced an order instructing the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works to proceed at once with 
the erection of the pumping- works on the South 
Branch. The order was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Health and County Relations, and at 
a meeting yesterday afternoon was considered, 
and it was agreed to report to the Council rec-

a site for m can be procured.

WASHINGTON. 


Disposition of the River and Harbor 
Appropriation Determined Upon— 
The Congressional Library—Abating 
Leakage Assessments for ILllinois 
Districts. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 9.—At the Cabinet 
meeting this afternoon it was decided that the 
Engineer Bureau should be permitted to use the 
river and harbor appropriation to the amount 
of $750,000 each month. This will scatter the 
entire Sum of $9,000,000 in round numbers that 
was appropriated. Thisdecisionis ii accordance 
with the views of the Chief Engineer officer, who 
stated that the Bureau would not be able to use 
more than about $750,000 in one month. It is the 
purpose to press all the public works in those parts 
of the country where work can best be done in the 
summertime. This will make most of the ap- 
SS for the summer months immediate- 

y available in the northern regions of the coun- 

try, asin the winter, when it is impossible to 

work in the North, the engiveers can carry en 
the improvements in the Southern States. 

The Committee of Architectural Experts, ap- 

nted by the Joint Committee on the Library, 

as decided that National Library cann 

well be accommodated in the Capitol Building, 
and recommend the erection of a new building. 
Mr. Clarke, architect of the Capitol, a member 
of this Board of Experts, says that should the 
Joint Committee decide to accept their report, 
it will also recommend that the main y of 
the old Library, which holds 75,000 books, be 
used for a Library of Parliamentary Reference, 
and the two wanes for the umentary 
libraries of the two Houses. 

Judge William Lawrence, of Ohio, whose ap- 
pointment to the First Controllership of the 
Treasury was stated in these dispatches some 
days since to be probable, is said to have accept- 
ed the office and is now daily expected here. He 
will enter upon his duties next week. The ac- 
ceptance of this office by Judge Lawrence will 
make the canvass of Representative Keifer, of 
‘Ohio, for Congress much easier, as it had been 
reported that Judge Lawrence would endeavor 
to enter the lists against him for the nomina- 
tion. Some attribute Lawrence's appointment 
in fact in great measure to this circumstances 
Secretary Sherman is well disposed towards 
Keifer, whom he has never suspected of treason 
to him at Chicago. 

Commissioner Raum to-day abated the old as- 
sessments for tax on leakages of export alcohol 
in the Chicago District, and aiso in the Sterling 
district, amounting in all to over $22,000.

Payne Makes Another Invasion into 
the Ceded Lands—Men Recruited Open- 
ly and the Expedition Safely Across 
the Cherokee Reservation—Gen. Pope 
to Take Action. 

, Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., July 9.—Considerable atten- 
tion is attracted here by the fact that a party is 
in the city purchasing supplies and machinery 
for Capt. N. L. Payne’s expedition into the In- 
dian Territory to occupy the ceded lands. 
Payne’s second movement appears to have been 
conducted very quietly. The border of Kansas 
is patroled by troops, but so thinly scattered 
that the expedition found little difficulty in 
getting away unobserved by starting in smal! 
parties from different points. Payne left 
Wichita last Sunday on the cars with about 
forty men. He picked up others at 
different points, and started boldly out 
for Oklahoma. Yesterday advices were 
received here to the effect that he safely passed 
the strip of about sixty miles of the Cherokee 
reservation, upon which he was undoubtedly a 
tresspasser under the laws of the United States. 
For the first offense they are subject to be sum- 
marily ordered off, and for a second offense the 
trespasser is liable ta a fine of $1,000 by the 
Courts. To-day further dispatches received 
here announce that a second party, which 
started from Honeville, had also got through 
sufely, and effected a junction with Payne's 
advance guard. The same dispatch says 
that no movement bas yet been 
made by the military, but that Gen. Pope had 
wired the news and expected to reach Atwan- 
sas (ity to-morrow. Honeville is a new town on 
the Soutbern Kansas border, at the terminus of 
the Kansas City, Lawrence & Southern Railroad, 
and though only two weeks old has a couple of 
thousand inhabitants already.

Arrangements for Seeuring Accurate 
> Statistics of Manufacturing 
Industries. 


COOK COUNTY. 

No complete census returns were received by 
the Supervisor yesterday. The only interesting 
news is that the districts in the Town of Lake 
outside of the Stock-Yards foot up à popula- 
tion of 11,642. This would indicate that the 
figures for Lake will be much larger than had 
been anticipated. Mr. Wright yesterday gave 
his opinion to the effect that the population of 
Cook County would be found to be between 600,- 
000 and 605,000. He expects to have the exact 
figures for the city to-day. 

IN THE FOLLOWING TABLE 
a comparison is made of the populauon of the 
City of Chicago and the various towns in Cook 
County if 1870 and in 1880. From Elk Grove, 
Lake View, and Wheeling no returns have been 
received, and comparison is there impossible. 
The returns from Lake embrace ail except a 
portion of the Stocx-Yards district. The total 
will most likely exceed 15,000. From the Town 
of Hyde Park several districts are lacking. The 
figures there will probably be somewhat smaller 
than those in Lake. In the Town of New Trier 
only the Village of Winnetka has been returned. 
The total population of the town will probably 
be 2,000. The Towns of Riverside and Norwood 
Park not having been created in 1870, no com- 
parison can be Made there. The total popula- 
tion wf the county will undoubtedly be over 
600.000, which will entitle it to four members of

“Several assistant special agents, as canvass- 
ers, have been appointed, whose duty it will be 
to visit in person every manufacturing estab- 
lishment in the city for the purpose of procur- 
ing the information paccesary to be embodied in 
the report. The number of canvassers is 60 
limited, and the«time within which the work 
must be completed s short, that no canvasser 
can spare the time for unneceesarily-extended 
delay in procuring his reports,and for these 
reasons it is earnestly hoped that all manufact- 
urers, whether large or small, will cordially 
cooperate in theeffort to secure a correct and 
reliable compilation of the facts in respect to 
the great manufacturing industries of the city, 
and to this end it is réspectfully urged that 

rompt and full Information on all the points 

esired may be given to the canvasser in per- 
son, or filled in on the blanks he will leave in 
cases where that course shall be deemed more 
desirable. 

“It may be proper to state that the details of in- 
formation furnished in respect to each separate 
or iadividual establishment will be entirely con- 
fidential with the officials necessarily connected 
with the compilation of the census report. Only 
the combined aggregates of each form of manu- 
facture in the city will be published, and no 
names of proprietors or their business location

SKETCHES AND STUDIES. 

Mr. Symonds is a man of too much good taste, 
fine scholarship, and literary ability to write a 
poor book. His “ Sketches and Studies in South- 
ern Europe — which is the title of his last work 
—allows his facile pen full scope, and has per- 
mitted him to select his subjects in a region 
where he is most at home, and with the unend- 
ing beauties of which he is thoroughly familiar. 
In the chapters which have less of scenic de- 
scription or of historical reeollections and com- 


ments—as those on the Debt of English to Ital- 


ian Literature, Popular Italian Poetry of the 
Renaissance, Thohghts in Rome About Christ- 
mas, Two Dramatists of the Last Century—the 
author gives us the fruits of sound reasoning 
and patient study. His style is admirable,— 
easy and graceful. There is no odor of the 
guide-book in his descriptions of the famous 
Cornice drive,—overbanging for scores of miles 
the waters of the Mediterranean, and passing 
through cities, towns, and villages famed in 
history and in song,—nor in his rambles through 
Ajaccio, Florence, Siena, Perugia, Amalfi, 
Capri, Palermo, Romini, Ravenna, Parma, and 
the quaint old towns of Provence. Mr. Sy- 
monds not unnaturally sees things from an 
esthetic point of view; his attentuon is first 
directed to that which is most attractive in art 
or in architecture, then he discusses the his- 
torical memories, and unally adds his own com- 
ments on the whole. All of these elements 
combined give us a most attractive and valuable 
work, free from pedantry, clearly and intelili- 
gently written, imparting fresh interest to old 
scenes and places, and teaching again many for- 
gotten lessons. 

Take one or two illustrations of the general 
character of the work: I cannot leave the 
Cornice without one word abouta place which 
lies between Mentone and San Remo. Bordi- 
— hasa beauty which is quite distinct from 

th. Palmsare its chief characteristic. They 
lean aguinst the garden-walis, and feather the 
wells outside the town, where women come with 
brazen pitchers to draw water. In some of the 
marshy tangies of the plain they spring from a 
thick undergrowth of spiky leaves, and rear 
their tall aerial arms against the deep biue 
background of the sea or darker purple of the 
distant hills. Then in the olive-groves 
that stretch along the level shore are — eg 
of rare and curious plants, painted tulips and 
white periwinkies, flinging their light of blos- 
sums and dark, glossy leaves down the swift 
channels of the brawling streams. If 
Mentone speaks of Greek legends, and San 
Romolo restores the monastic past, we feel our- 
selves at Bordighera transported to the East; 
and lying under its tall palms can fancy our- 
seives at Tyre or Daphne, or in the (ote of 
a Moslem Prince.“ Then again at Ajaccio he 
gives us a description of Napoleon's early home: 
“Those who fancy that Napoleon was born in 
amean dwelling, of poor parents, will be sur- 
prised to find so much space and elegance in 
these apartments. The chairs of the entrance- 
saloon have been literally stripped of their cov- 
eri by enthusiastic visitors: the horse-hair 
stuffing underneath protrudes itself with a sort 
of comic pride, as if protesting that it came to be 
so tattered in an honorable service. Some of the 
furniture seems new; but many old presses, in- 
laid; with marbles, tes, and lapis-lazuli, 
such as Italian families preserve for gen- 
erations, have an air 
rege f about them. 
any doubt that the young Napoleon led his min- 
uets beneath the stiff girandoles of the formal 
dancing-room. There, too, in a dark back cham- 
ber, is the bed in which he was born. The 
whole first story of this house belonged to the 
Bonaparte family. The windows look out partly 
on a little court and partly on narrow streets. 
It was, no doubt, the memory of this home that 
made Napoleon, when Emperor, design schemes 
for the good of Corsica,—schemes that might 
have brought him more honor than many con- 
quests, but which he had no time or leisure to 
carry out. 

In another place he has the following eloquent 
description of the Acropolis at Athens: “ The 
tones of the marble of Pentelicus have daily 
grown more golden; decay has here and there 
invaded frieze and capital; war, too, has done 
its work. . Yet,inspite of time and vio- 
lence, the Acropolis survives, a miracle of beau- 
ty; iike au everlasting flower, through all that 
lapse of years it has spread its coronal of 
marbles to the air unheeded. And now, more 
than ever, its temples seem to be incorporate 
with the rock they crown. The slabs of columu 
and basement have grown together, by long 
pressure or molecular adhesion, into a coherent 
whole. Nor have weeds or creeping ivy invaded 
the glittering fragments that strew the sacred 
hill. The sun’s kiss alone has caused a change 
from white to amber-bued or russet. Mean- 
whila, the exquisite adaptation of Greek build- 
ing to Greek oe 2 has been enhanced 
rather than impaired by that ‘unimaginable 
touch of time’ which has broken the regularity 
of outline, softened the chisel- work of the sculpt- 
or, and confounded the puinter’s fretwork in 
one tint of —— gold.“ 

We have found the book entertaining and a 
successful attempt to give new life and vigor to 
old and familiar scenes. The author is an artist 
who paints with his whole heart, and while his 
work is therefore marked by a strong personal- 
ity that very personality is original and attract- 
ive.

LOCKE ON EDUCATION. 

This book is a corrected reprint of an old edi- 
tion long since “out of print,” and is announced 
us a text book.” Simultancously with the edi- 
tion edited by Mr. Quick—and which is now be- 
fore us—an edition of the same work by Canon 
Daniel was published. For some years the only 
English edition has been the Tauchnitz.“ That 
two editions of the same work shouid be issued 
at the sume time is evidence of a revived inter- 
est, at least in England., in the science of teach- 
ing. Locke's “ Théughts on Education is the 
only valuable work onthe subject written in 
that country prior to the works of Spencer and 
of Bain. 

The Atheneum, not unjustly perhaps, depre- 
cates the consideration of Locke’s essay as a 
text book since he not unnaturally adopted 
many palpable errors. These have been very 
fully explained and corrected in Mr. Ouick's 
notes supplemented by some _ annotations 
made by Dr. J. F. Payne. The value of 
the work now is rather negative. It is 
a warning beacon rather than a safe harbor. 
As an exposition of the false methods of educa- 
tion which were in vogue 200 years ago, and yet 
more as a collection of, for the most part, emi- 
nently sensible suggestions for bringing about a 
better state of things, these Thoughts are 
extremely interesting and valuable. ote 
They furnish evidence of Locke's practical wis- 
dom and philosopbical shrewdness, . but 
Locke himself would have been the last 
to desire that his confessedly crude and incom- 

lete views on education should be converted 
nto rules for either the teachers or the theorists 
who were to follow him.“ 

There are several American editions of these 
“Thoughts,” and the present work is not so 
marked an improvement as to supersede them 
entirely. Nevertheless the biographical and 
critic ons are valuable and scholarly, and 
the latest edition of a work of this kind is sure

SUCCESS WITH SMALL FRUITS. 
Under the above title the Rev. Edward P. Roe 
bas coliected the papers originally published by 
him in Sertbner’s Magazine, enlarged and added 
to them, and issued them in one hand- 
some volume.

CURIOUS MYTHS OF THE MIDDLE 
AGES. 

Mr. 8. Baring Gould is somewhat of an icono- 
clast. If we have any pleasant little supersti- 
tions or beliefs, he delights in wielding the ma- 
gician’s rod which shall knock them from the 
pedestals of our fancy. In his last book, 
of which we have received the new 
and enlarged edition, he critically ex- 
amines certain familiar stories and 
legends in the pleasantest and most genial man- 
ner, but, before he ia through with them, there 
is notenough left on which to hang the smallest 
shred of faith. The Wandermg Jew”’ is laid 
to rest with his forefathers; Prester John“ 
and his far-famed Asiatic Christian Empire is, 


popularly speaking, “knocked higher than 
a kite’; ¢t “divining rod” of the id- 
dle Ages is rutulesly divested of 
all miraculous power; William Teil, 
the hero of Switzerland, is sh own to have been 
long known in Persian history, in the lewends of 
the Farve Islands, in the household tales of Ice- 
land, and in Danish traditions. And so Mr. 
Gould continues his attacks on matters of com- 
mon repute, “Tailed Men. The Seven Sleep- 
ers of Ephesus,” “The Man in the Moon,” 
Antichrist and Pope Joan,“ “St. George,” and 
“The Legend of ‘the Cross, —euch of these 
themes has a chapter toitscif, from which, start- 
ing us a sound, substantial subject, it emerges a 
mere skeleton, and a skeleton of notbing in par- 
ticular, It is vivisection carried to an extreme 
point. Mr. Gould's style is always pleasant and 

reea bic. In the treatment of topics of this 
kind he is thoroughly at home, and has made 
them the subject of faithful investigation, 
Many of the myths cited will probably be heard 
of for the first time as we gaze upon their ruins, 
Their existence will only be known because of 
their total demolition. But with many of them 
we have long been familiar.

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A NEW NOVEL. 

The author of Among the Thorns has not 
adopted the latest fashion of anonymity, with 
which the public are piqued into buying books 
because they do not know who wrote them. 

rs. Mary Lowe Dickinson is already known to 
an appreciative circle of readers through ber 
recent volume of poems, Edelweiss.“ In 
Among the Thorns”’ Mrs. Dickinsofi has writ- 
ten a story that can be highly praised, though 
Zola might call it afailure. There is no descent 
into the sewers of which he and his subterranean 
school are the voluntary habitues. There is 
the widest range of scene, from the hills of 
Vermont to the streets of one of the 
great Northern cities, to a great Southern 
plantation, and across the ocean to Lon- 
don and Rome; there isa great variety of char- 
acter and a full supply of exciting incident, but 
nowhere does the stury tend towards the social 
drainage in which the fashionable school are 
fond of fishing. 

* Among the Thorns” as a title is a play upon 
words. The Thorns are the family whose his- 
tory is the central thread of the novel. The ad- 
veatures of one brother in Italy, where he 
rescues from brigands in a novel and exciting 
episode the beautiful Italian girl who after- 
wards becomes his wife, and the growth of the 
ether brother into a great merchant prince, his 
great temptation, his perfidy to his brother's 
orphan daughter, his ruin, and bis reparation, 
are all told with a skill that shows the au- 
thor to be a woman of the world. 
Too much a woman of the world in fact to write 
in.the vivisection style, which amuses the pub- 
nue by torturing heroes and heroines, flaying 
them alive so that an idle curiosity may see how 
doses ot good and bad fortune affect the pulse 
and the equilibrium of the nerves.

Mrs. Dickin- 
son has great literary ability. It is plain that 
she has seen a great deal of the world, and those 
who read this story will hope soon to get another 
from her pen.

BIBLE DICTIONARY. 

A good dictionary of the Bible, within reach 
of common readers, has been long needed in this 
country. The elaborate works of Kitto and 
Smith bave been republished and edited by 
American scholars, but in forms adapted to the 
use of ministers and the few among the laity. 
An abridgment of Smith's Dictionary has also 
appeured, but, like most abridgments, it is far 
below the level of the original work. The old 
dictionary, published by the American Sunday- 
Schoo! Union, which was prepared by Dr. Archi- 
bald Alexander, in 1831, and revised by F. A. 
Packard, LL. D., in 1837 and 1855, was highly use- 
ful in its time; but it was far behind the investi- 
gations of the present day. The Sunday-Schooi 
Union became aware of its defects and requested 
Dr. Philip Sechaff, of Union Theoloyical 
Seminary, New York, to revise’ the 
work. On examination, he soon discoyv- 
ered that a satisfactory revision would 
cost more labor than the preparation of an en- 
tirely new dictionary. The Sunday-School 
Union, therefore, asked him to edit a new work 
for the use of Sunday- school teachers and oth- 
ers, which they were assured he would do in 
such a manner as to command the confidence of 
Christian echolers as well as of the churches at 
large. The new dictionary has now come to 
hand. It includes biography, natural bistory, 
geography, topography, arclueology, and litem- 
ture. There are in the volume more than 0 
illustrations; and at the end are twelve fall- 

age colored maps which were prepared by 
Messrs. W. and A. K. Johnston, of Edin>urg, 
Scotland, who are among the most trustworthy 
geographers of our times. 

The volume embraces 958 pages, in thé prepa- 
ration of which Dr. Schaff bas been assisted by 
severul competent scholars, who have devoted 
long-continued labor to its several departments. 
We have, thus, the best Bible dictionary within 
moderate limits.that has ever been published 
in any country. That the work is perfect would 
not be claimed even by the learned and accom- 

lished editor. But we question whether fewer 
mperfections will be found in any similar work, 
while the co ratively small compass of this 
dictionary, and its consequent cheapness, will 
bring it into thousands oi famities where the 
larger works would never make their way. Ina 
ew instances we note concessions to doubtful 
criticism, which we regret. For example, it 1s 
taken as settled that the six days spoken of in 
Genesis first, were indefinit periods of time, 
which lacks proof, and seems to be op to 
the plain letter of the text, notwithstanding eil 
that has been said in support of the long-day 
theory by Prof. Tayler Lewis and others. Bu 
these are only spots on the sun, and may be 
deemed by others the brightest pordjons of the

NATIVE FLOWERS AND FERNS OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 

One year ago THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE had oc- 
easion to call attention to the first series of a 
work with the above title. The review in ques- 
tion dealt in brief with the entire history of bo- 
tanical literature, justly placing the work of 
Prof. Thomas Meehan as the crowning achieve- 
ment in botanical science. The author has now 
issued the second series of another twenty-four 
parts, with chromo-lithographic plates illustrat- 
ing each species described, and with a life-size 
engraving, accurate in color and detail. As 
Director of the Germantown Nurseries, Prof. 
Meehan has been at the expense of introducing 
into that celebrated botanical garden of Penn- 
sylvania almost every flower, from its wild state, 
which he has described in this work. In this gar- 
den, too, is continuvally pain ed that eminent 
artist, Mr. Alois Lunzer. While studying these 
marvelous plates, taken from bis paintings, one 
seems ¢ransported to the fields, the woods, or 
beside the meadow brooks, studymg there in 
living reality the delicate tints and shades, the 
petals and sepals, that ¢alyx and corollas, the 
stipules, and even — minute filamentous 
(hairy) processes of the Kems. As a work for 
artists who are unabia to obtain more than a 
very few choice plants in bloom from different 
portions of the countfy which are here por- 
trayed, this work is unexcelled. Forthe draw- 
ing-room table, the conservatory, the special 
student, or the library, this work has 
few equals. As an incident of 
expense and accuracy attending the publication 
of the work, it may be mentioned that by some 
mishap the engraver got the wrong scientitic 
name printed beneath the engraving of 
one of the plants. The mistake was 
unnoticed until the delivery of the part 
containing it. As soon as it was discovered, 
Prof. Meehan ordered a new plate, at a cost of 
$200, which was distributed to all subscribers. 

Une of the peculiarities of Prof. Meehan’s 
style marks this work, in bappy contrast with 
the generality of scientific contributions. As is 
well known, almost every plant of note has 
been the subject of poetic allusion. It hasbeen 
the task of the author to search all poetry and 
select choice references for each flower. Each 
plant, too, has its botanical biography, and 
something of its bibli phy carefully 
written up. The medicinal and poisonous 
— plage the economic use as an article of 
ood or a composition of dye, is carefully noted. 
No one has ever challe the superiority of 
Prof. Meehan asa studesgt in this line. He has 
long been knen to hort rists as the editor 
of the Gardener's Monthly, to botanists as Pro- 
fessor in botany in the State Board of ri- 
culture of Pennsylvania, and by his contribu- 
tions to botanical literature and to science in 
general as a Vice-President in the Academy of 
Natural Sciences of Philadelphia. In view of 
the facts enumerated and of the gratifying sale 
of the first series of the work in Chicago it is 
sincerely hoped that this new series which is 
now completed will have an equal success.

HOME GATHERINGS. 
RECKLESS TOWING. 

At 7 o'clock yesterday morning the tug Martin 
Green, Capt. William J. Connors, towed the scow 
Mocking Bird into Clark street bridge with such force 
as to sweep the levers out of the hunds of the tend- 
Ors, all three of whom happened to be on duty, and se- 
riously injure one of them, named William Johnson. 
The scow lost her jibnoom. Yesterday afternoon 
THE TRIBCNE reporter catled upon the foreman of 
the bridge for the particulars of the accident, and re- 
ceived them from him substantially as follows: The 
thing happened at precisely 7 o'elock, and in this 
way. We had hed the draw open eleven 
minutes by my watch to lot vesseis

of peop'e in waiting to get w their work, oo appor- 
tunity to cross. The Martin Green, at the time. was 
between Rush and State streets, coming up with the 
vessel.

instead of coming: alongside of the vessel the tug 
kept ahead of ber, and steamed direetiy for the 
bridge. About four minutes had elapsed 44 
the time we were first siangled and che near approarh 
uf the tug. When I saw thatthe Captain of the tug 
meant mischief | sounded tha bell. With a bridge 
full of people and teams eeFeral minutes must nec- 
cssarily elapse before if can be cleared and

we ped invepded. as the vessel was rient upon us. 
Even then it was tov inte. The vessel's jibboom 
ran between the braces of the arch, und the head- 
stays caught the bridge and swung it. Seeing that it 
would be dangerous to hond on to the levers. | told 
PS partner to jump clear, and I jumped clear also. 

ohnson. who is a powerful fellow, had the assistant 
lever, aud thought be would hang on.

A NARROW ESCAPE. 

Last evening as the Peshtigo Company's large tug 
Livingstone was leaving the harbor with one of her 
bares a smail sand or grave! scow. said to be named 
the Lena, came from the southward, inside of the 
Government breakwater, and stood directly across 
her bow. ‘he sand scow was under full can- 
vas and forged ahead rapidly before a brisk breeze 
from about southwest. Her Captain evident 
thought that he could pass the tug. and found out his 
mistake oly when it Was too late to eome aboat. 
‘Thus the scow forged ahead with the almost absolute 
certainty of being struck amidship and cut completely 
in two. There were six men an board, all of whom 
evidently felt that their last hour had arrived, They 
became panie-stricken, and rushed hither and thither 
shouting madiy the while. The Captain of the Liv- 
ingston was fortunate enough to discover the im- 
pending danger before those on the little eraft. and 


. speedily had his engine reversed wide open. This 
e 


checked the tug tos the extent that she barely 
grazed the quarter of the cow. The steamer Flora. 
coming in from Evanston at the same moment, would 
have been in collision with the scow next bad not 
Capt. Trowell been on the lookout for danger and 
stopped. As it was, the bow of the Flora was not half 
a length from the recklesly-handied craft. 
The escape from a disaster of the most serious char- 
acter is said by eye-witnesses from whom these facts 
were gieaned to have been miraculous. 
ACCIDENT TO THE FLORA. 


While on her way down the harbor vester- 
addy afternoon, outward bound for Fran- 
ston, the steamer F encountered 1 
vessel * out the lilinois Cen- 
tral B Sp.

HIGHLY IMPROBABLE YARN. 


Reported Scheme to Split Pennsylvania 
into Two States. 

Hanrnissrra, Pa., July 6.—I bave just been 
informed that there is ascheme on the part of a 
number of leading politicians throughout this 
Commonwealth to divide the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, at the next session of the Legisiature, 
into two States—the eastern portion thereof to 
retain the present name, and the western por- 
tion to be called West Pennsylvania. 

The plan of division bas been prepared with 
great care, and, as it existed the time it was 
shown to me, the followmg counties are to form 
that part of the State that will retain the name 
it now bears: Berks, Bradford, Bucks, Carbon, 
Chester, Columbia, Dauphin, Delaware, Lancas- 
ter, Lackawanna, Lebgnon, Lehigh, Luzerne, 
Lycoming, Monroe, Montgomery, Montour, 
Northampton, Northumberland, Philadelphia, 
Pike, Schuylkill, Sullivan. Susquehanna, Tioga, 
Wayne, and Wyoming. 

Under the census nowbeing taken the popu- 
lation of these twenty-even counties is esti- 
mated to 2,800,000, leaving an estimated 
population of 2,300,000 for the remaining forty 
counties that are to form the newState. The 
parties that have this scheme in hand have 
made an estimate of the political complexion of 
both Commonwealths. They have taken the 
election President in 1876 as the basis, and 
ten of the epunties named gave a total Repub- 
lican majority of 40,300, while the remaining 
seventeen gave an aggregate Democratic ma- 
jority of 27,472, leav anet Republican ma- 
jority of 122.468 This leaves a Republican mu- 
jority of 5,122 for the new State. 

It is also believed that the Legislatures of both 
Commonwealths will be Republican. As it now 
stands, according to the figures shown me, the 
twenty-seven counties forming the old State, 
under the proposed division, have twenty Ro- 
publican and nine Democratic State Senators, 
and sixty-seven Republican to forty-six Demo- 
cratic members of the House, or thirty-two Re- 
publican majority; giving to the new State thir- 
teen Republican 8 nine Democratic Senators, 
and forty-eight Republican and forty Demo- 
cratic Assemblymen, or a Republican majority 
of twelve on joint ballot for United States 
Senator. 

The plan of division looks wellas drawn on 
paper: the Susquehanna River forms a natural 
boundary between the two proposed States from 
the Maryland line to Lycoming County, and 
from that point to the New York State line the 
boundaries between Lycoming and Tioga on the 
one side, and Potter and. Clinton on the other, 
will be the line that is to separate the two 
States. , 

Ihave understood that many of the Repub- 
lican leaders in Pennsylvania favor this divis- 
ion. The Constitution provides that No new 
State shall be formed or erected within the ju- 
risdiction of any other State without the consent 
of the Legisiature as well as of Congress,” and 
those with whom I have conversed believe there 
will be no difficulty in having the islature 
pass a bill forming two States, nor of the sanc- 
tion of Congress.

ILLINOIS INSURANCE. 


Summary of Auditor Needles“ Report 
Co-operative Associations in Illinois 
Amount of Insurance Business Done 
the Past Lear. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., July 9.—The forthcoming 
annual report of Auditor Needles, or at least 
part second, relating to life and accident insur- 
ance, was received from the printer to-day. 
Twenty-eight life and one life and accident 
companies have been authorized to transact 
business in Illinois the past year. The Auditor 
speaks as follows concerning the codperative as- 
sociations: During the past year numerous at- 
tempts have been made by codperative insur- 
ance’ associations, organized under the laws of 
other States, to establish agencies and to operate 
in this State. Many of these associations have 
added to the ordinary plan of assessment 
for death losses a promised endowment 
ata certain age, and various other features, and 
exist as business institutions. They are not 
conducted on the principle of charitable or be- 
nevoleut societies. They regard Illinois as a 
profitable field of operations, and claim ex- 
emption from the requirements of the Life-In- 
surance laws of this State. Their right to trans- 
act business in fhis State is disputed by this De- 
partment, and they have been prevented as far 
as possible from doing so. They were advised 
that they would not be permitted to operate 
here until their right to do so had been es- 
tablished by the Courts, and: their agents 
in this State were notified to discontinue opera- 
tions, or suits for thé penalties prescribed b 
law would be instituted. In several instances it 
was proposed to carry the question to the courts 
for decision by means of ag cases, but as 
the associations fuiled to perfect the necessa 
arrangements, and discontinued business in th 
State, it was not done. While the law author- 
izes associations and societies which are intended 

to benefit the widows, orphans. heirs, and de- 
visees of deceased members, and where no an- 
nual dues or premiums are required, and where 
the members shall receive no money as profit or 
otherwise, to aap! “ahve sy in this State and 
transact business without being subject to the 
Life-Insurance law, it is not conceded that co 
operative insurance associations, incorporated 
under the laws of other States, can operate in 
this State with the same immunity as associa- 
tions organized under and by authority of our 
own laws for the pur and upon the basis 
above described. It is the intention of the Au- 
ditor to prevent, all available means, these 
so-called codperative insurance companies of 
other States from entering the State 
and selling to the citizens their policies 
or certificates of su insurance until 
the proper tribunal shall have decided that the 
true construction of the law will permit them 
to do so.. This course is adopted from a sense 
of public duty, and is demanded by a regard for 
the intent and meaning of the law and for the 
true interest of — A7 ag of this State, as 
those who are solici are toa large extent 
without the information necessary to ju of 
the merits of the various schemes, and without 
available means of redress for wrongs.”

COLORADO MINING. 


The Mines at Silver Cliff and Rosita 
Discoveries at Mosca Pass. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Rosita, Colo., June 27.—Since writing my last, 
I have examined the prospects and mines of 
Silver Cliff and Rosita pretty carefully. Silver 
Cliff is located in the Wet Mountain Valley, just 
south of the Green Horn range,and about ten 
miles north of the Sangre de Christo range of 
mountains. The town and mines are ,situated 
on a comparatively level plain, entirely different 
from any other camp I have seen. In June, 1878, 
a trio of prospecters made their camp for noon 
ona knoll which is pow the Racine Boy Mine; 
and, while eating their lunch, one of the party, 
with his pocket-knife, dug from the sotl a small. 
piece of horn silver. Knowing that he had 
found mineral, yet not aware of its value, he 
concluded to get an assay, and, to his surprise, 
ascertained that it possessed over 50 per cent 
silver. This created quite an excitement, and 
within three months a town. was started, 
and the locality covered with hundreds of pros- 
pecters and miners from all parts of 
Colorado. Many other mines of equal value 
were discovered, and the camp has continued to 
prosper until, to-day, they have a town of nearly 
5.000 souls, and a mining camp of several hun- 
dred valuable mining claims. The mines are an 
enigma to all old miners,—the entire eurface- 
rock, for three miles in width and about ten in 
length, producing from two toten ounces of silver 
per ton, and remaining about the same as depth 
is gained. As it is free-milling rock, and can be 
treated by free amalgamation, it returns to the 
miner a fair profit for his labor. The rock con- 
tains chlorides and horn silver with manganese 
of iron. There are at present in Silver Cliff and 
immediate vicinity six mills in running order, 
treating their ore, and two more in process of 
construction. 

While there I visited the Racine Boy, Horn 
Silver, Plata Verde, and Bull-Domingo proper- 
ties.

The Kacine Boy is on the edge of the 
town, and consists of a cliff about twenty feet 
high,—the mine being a claim 300 feet in width 
by 1,500 feet in length. They are working it very 
much as they work out a quarry of sandstone 
in Illinois or New York. It averages about 
twelve ounces of silver to the ton, and 
is mined and milled for about $3 per ton,—leav- 
ing the handsoms profitof $9 per ton to the com- 
pany. The capacity of their mill being 100 tons 
per day, when worked to its fullest capacity, it 
will produce $900 per day profit. The mine was 
sold about u ar ago for $450,000, and bas since 
been stocked for $10,000,000. Whether it has 
paid any dividends or not,. on this immense 
eupital, I den't know. The Plata Verde and 
Horn Silver Miues are of the same character as 
the Racine Boy, and being worked on the same 
plan. The Buli-Domingo is of a different char- 
acter. It is situated about two miles north of 
Silver Cliff, on a mountain calied Blue Ridge; 
and is an immense deposit of silver-bearing 
gaiena ore, running from twenty to 150 ounces 
of silver per ton. ‘this deposit is from eighty to 
ninety feet in width, and its length has not yet 
been ascertained.
